the public buys so much of 
these very articles which en 
courages the government to 
maintain the heavy tax

prepared for eventualities, and 
for emergencies, In other worda, 
the income tax was raised to pay 
for the last war; it must now be 
maintained to pay for a future 
war, If this war does not occur 


for fifty years, so much the bet

We are told that we are better 
off than in the United States, 
and that Our taxes are generally 
lower. It is true that certain of 
our foodstuffs are lower, but 
then so are our salaries, On the 
other hand, Canadian manufac- 
turers have never been able to 
compete with American manu- 
facturers and maintain an equi- 


valent price level whether it be 
necessities such as kitchen uten 
sils or luxuries such as radios 


and washing machines. Now that 
most of these articles are banned 
or made impossible to obtain be- 
cause of our government's pro- 
hibitive tariffs and additional 
taxes, we are in the doubtful 
position of having to pay twice 
the amount for aw similar article 
made in Canada, if the Canadian 
manufacturer decides to make 
such an article, on salaries con 
siderably lower than those in the 
United States, At this rate, we 
can expect to go down to the 
river bank any day now, to wash 
our clothes and pound them on a 


flat rock to dry!

Jews that they were there to stay 
and would defend their state to 
the end, 

However,, if Bernadotte can ne- 
gotiate a truce, there's no telling 
how far he might be able to get 
as a mediator, One assumes that 
if he ean obtain his armistice he 
will proceed with the larger is 
sues leading to permanent peace 

As for the chances of lasting 
peace in Palestine one must ad- 
mit that Bernadotte will be a 
wizard if he achieves it, though 
stranger things than that have 
happened. The situation is grave 
but aot without « rey of hope,

Books Issued 
To 700,000 


OTTAWA, June 5.—(CP Rev- 
enue Minister McCann told the 
Commons yesterday 700,000 specia! 
income tax guide books have been 
placed im the hands of Canadian 
farmers, 

McCann recalled his March an 
nouncement that farmers who re- 
port taxable income based on cash 
actually received and cash expense: 
actually paid out during the calen 
dar year would not be required to 
fil) out the net worth statement oa 
the new 1947 prairie farmers’ 01 
farmers’ return. 

“Those farmers who report in 
come on an accrual basis for tax 
purposes will be required to suo- 
mit a statement of assets and lia 
bilities as heretofore or to com 
plete ihe appropriate parts of the 
net worth statement... where the 
department cannot obtain sufficient 
information by any other means, 
may require a further statement 
which in many cases may actually 
be the net worth statement This 
would apply for any year for which 
sufficient information is not avail 
able.” 

The guide book had two pur 
poses. It gave the farmer a sample 
book “for the purpose of recording 
his incame and expenses in such a 
way as to facilitate the accurate 
completion of his returns.” It also 
answered questions. 
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Ice Cream Prices 
Move Upward

Operating costs have gone up be 
cause of the higher price, to manu 
facturers, of milk, butterfat, choco- 
late flavoring and cardboard pack- 
aging, it was learned.
